Airline 
pilot dies 
midflight 

Co-pilots safely land jet 
carrying 247 passengers

NEWARK, NJ. The pilot of a Continental Airlines 
flight from Brussels to Newark died over the 
Atlantic Ocean on Thursday, but the jet landed 
safely with two co-pilots at the controls. 

The 247 passengers aboard Flight 61 weren't told 
of the pilot's death and flight attendants contin- 
ued serving snacks, though the crew did ask for 
the help of any doctors aboard. Several passengers 
approached the cockpit, including one doctor who 
told The Associated Press the pilot appeared to 
have suffered a heart attack. 

The 60 -year-old Newark-based pilot, with 32 
years of service to the airline, is believed to have 
died of natural causes, said Kelly Gripe, a spokes- 
woman for the airline, 

A relief pilot was on board during the flight and 
took the place of the deceased pilot. Gripe said. 
The Boeing 777 touched down on time just before 
noon at Newark Liberty International Airport, 
“The flight continued safely with two pilots at 
the controls,” Gripe said in a statement. 

Dr, Julien Struyven, 72, a cardiologist and radi- 
ologist from Brussels who was aboard the flight, 
responded to the call for doctors, went to the 
cockpit and examined the pilot, 

“He was not alive,” Struyven said. There was “no 
chance at all” of saving him, he said, 

Simon Shapiro, a passenger from Brooklyn, was 
unaware of the drama, 

“I didn't hear anything or see anything,” Shapiro 
said, “I was wondering why there were so many 
cops,” 

As a precaution, the airport's emergency crews 
were sent to meet the plane. 

Passenger Kathleen Ledger, 45, of Bethlehem, 
Pa,, said she learned about what happened when 
her cell phone rang after the plane landed, 

“When we landed, my husband called me and 
told me,” she said. 

She said she was impressed with the way the 
flight crew handled themselves — including serving 
snacks during the crisis— and doesn't think pas- 
sengers should have been informed of the death 
during the flight, 

NOT THE FIRST TIME 

In 2007 another Continental pilot died at the controls 
after becoming ill during a flight from Houston to 
Puerto Valiarta, Mexico. The plane landed safely with a 
co-pilot at the controls after being diverted to McAilen- 
Miller international Airport in southern Texas.

Mosquito 
worries rise with 
the temperature

Seen from a helicopter zipping along at 500 
feet, the water-filled foundations of unfinished 
homes stuck out like red flags as potential mos- 
quito breeding grounds. 

So did a dozen murky green or brown swim- 
ming pools. The unchlorinated and unkept 
pools were once a telltale sign someone was on 
vacation, but now they often are caused by fore- 
closures or an effort to save money 

“It’s not only an eyesore for your neighbor, 
but it can become a huge breeding spot for the 
whole neighborhood,” said George Balis, an 
entomologist with Clarke Mosquito Control, 
based in Roselle, on a recent flight across the 
northwest suburbs. 

An unforeseen consequence of the reces- 


sion is exacerbation of the annual war on mos- 
quitoes, which is well under way across the 
Chicago region. Don’t be fooled by the cooler- 
than-normal spring, which so far has kept most 
mosquitoes at bay The slapping is certain to 
start as soon as warmer weather arrives. 

Although experts such as Balis say they can’t 
predict how bad this summer’s crop of blood- 
suckers will be, they agree the amount of rain in 
the last few weeks has provided favorable con- 
ditions for two common types of mosquitoes. 
They are the “floodwater” nuisance variety and 
the Culex mosquito that prefers stagnant water 
and can transmit the potentially deadly West 
Nile virus. 

Clarke Mosquito Control has been taking 
to the air since early last month to seek out 


potential breeding grounds as well as to dump 
larvicides— poisons that kill mosquitoes in the 
larval stage. The insects die in the water before 
they become adults. 

“The good thing about mosquito larvae is 
they’re really easy to kill,” said Pete McNeil, 
pilot of Clarke’s Bell Jet Ranger helicopter. 

By using a helicopter, Clarke can treat thou- 
sands of acres in a day, Balis said. The same 
area would take days or weeks to cover on the 
ground. 

Clarke and other mosquito abatement 
groups also will take to the streets to spray 
storm drains, which often provide the stagnant 
water preferred by Culex mosquitoes. Experts 
recommended wearing repellent and making 
sure gutters are cleaned out.

Fierstien and his fiance, liana Jackson, 
both 26, had been concerned about the 
vomiting, achy limbs and burning fever 
that had taken hold of them. But they 
assumed the sickness would put only a 
slight damper on the wedding ceremony 
and reception planned Sunday at North 
Suburban Synagogue Beth El in Highland 
Park. 

Shocked as they were, the couple decid- 
ed to move forward with their plan after 
doctors assured them they wouldn’t put 
their guests at serious risk. 

The professional hairstylist and makeup 
artist Jackson, a graduate psychology stu- 
dent at Roosevelt University, had hired 
refused to touch her. So at the last minute 
she recruited a friend to help. 

At the instruction of doctors, the bride 
and groom stayed 10 feet away from all 
guests at all times. 

Instead of walking down the aisle, 
Jackson and Fierstien walked around the 
guests. 

They couldn’t dance. 

And throughout the ceremony they 
wore surgical masks and latex gloves. So 
did some of the guests. 

Nearly five days later, as they continue to 
recover in their Fakeview apartment, the 
couple can’t help but marvel at how the 
wedding unfolded. 

“Was it unfortunate? 'Ves. Disappointing? 
Yes,” Jackson said. “But we’ve had a really 
good attitude about it.”

Want to dine with your pet? You’re in luck 
at these 65 restaurants across the city

It's not quite the dog days of summer, but at least it's warm enough to lunch al fresco 
with your dog. 

Sadly for Fido, though, there are few doggy dining options in the city Only 6 $ restaurants 
in Chicago have designated dog- friendly dining areas, and most of these restaurants are 
concentrated on the North Side and in Wicker Park, 

There are only two dog-friendly restaurants south of Roosevelt Road: Seven Ten in Hyde 
Park and Cafe Society on the Near South Side, according to city data, 

“Downtown and entertainment districts are where a majority of outdoor cafes are," 
said Efrat Stein, spokeswoman for the city Department of Business Affairs and Consumer 
Protection, “It would make sense that a majority of those dog- friendly area licenses are 
there,” 

Only 14 of the city's 50 wards have dog-friendly restaurants. The 42nd ward, which 
encompasses the Loop, North Michigan Avenue, Streeterville, River North and the 
Gold Coast, leads the pack in number of restaurants allowed to accommodate Fido, 
Since last year, the Department of Business Affairs and Consumer Protection 
has been issuing dog-friendly area licenses to restaurants that have outdoor din- 
ing areas accessible from the street, such as sidewalk cafes or outdoor patios. 
Dining areas that are not accessible from the street cannot allow dogs. 

Under city rules, dogs can sit tableside with their owners outdoors, not 
indoors, and they can be served only water. 

The exception: Businesses that sell or prepare food are required to allow 
guide dogs in public areas indoors and outdoors. 

Two years ago, service animals were the only dogs allowed in restau- 
rants, But some restaurants nevertheless catered to dogs— until the 
city health department cracked down with $500 fines. 

The City Council passed the dog-friendly ordinance in 2007, 
and the city started issuing licenses to restaurants in 2008, 
Last year, the city issued 57 dog-friendly licenses, which 
cost $450 each and can be renewed every two years. 

The South Water Kitchen in the Loop got its dog- 
friendly license this year, assistant general manager David 
Friday said. The restaurant, adjacent to Hotel Monaco, 
allows hotel guests and other patrons to bring their dogs 
all day Saturday and Sunday, and after 2 p,m, on weekdays 
so the dogs don't interfere with the noontime business 
lunch rush, Friday said. 

The restaurant has seen six doggy customers so far, he 
said, 

“There are so many people living in Chicago who have 
pets that really don't have a place to go and dine with their 
pets on the weekend,” Friday said, “We love to provide

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Dickinson’s got drive

REDEYE 

Rob Dickinson speculates his sophomore solo record just 
might drop early next year. 

That’s big news for the former 
front man of The Catherine 
Wheel, who has released only 
one album, 2005’s “Fresh Wine 
for the Horses,” since tuning 
solo in 2000. What’s he been 
doing instead? In part, designing 
cars, a skill he studied in college. 

“Music has taken on the level of a luxury for me, which 
has taken a little bit of the pressure off to be so consistent 
in my production,” Dickinson said by phone recently from 
L.A., his adopted hometown. “I have the luxury to wait 
until I have something that I’m really proud of and that’s 
really strong.” 

RedEye caught up with the English musician-slash-car 
designer recently and talked about his next record, lending 
his music to reality TV and his overactive sweat glands. 

As a car guy, what’s your favorite cruising music? 

I’ve got an old 1969 911, and it’s got the original crappy 
radio in the dashboard with the single speaker on top of 
the dashboard, which actually sounds kinda good. But it 
only sounds good if it’s got classic rock coming out of it. I 
just turn on the classic rock station here in L. A. and listen 
to anything that’s going on. It just feels right. Tbu’re in an 
old 1969 Porsche and you’re listening to anything form 
Zeppelin to Blind Faith to Traffic and all that good stuff 
It resonates. Old music coming out of an old speaker in an 
old car. That’s where my life is at right now 


It sounds like your musical/automotive nirvana. 

Teah. Kind of dusty, you know? I’m a big fan of dusty music, 
and I’m a big fan of dusty cars. Music with a little bit of hair 
on it, with a little bit of dirt under its fingernails. If there’s 
any direction that the next record is going, it’s going to be 
influenced by that. 

What eise can you teil us? 

I’m very pleased with the nature of the songs. It’s going to 
be a stripped-down record. It’s going to be free of unneces- 
sary embellishment {which is] a little bit of a weakness for 
me. When I get in a studio, I tend to be like a kid in a candy 
store. 

You’ve had songs appear on “Dog the Bounty Hunter” and 
“Deadliest Catch.” Do you set out to get on reality TV? 

Oh yeah, oh yeah. I desperately wanted that to happen. 
{Laughs}

One of the most hilarious scenes between 
the pair happens about halfway through the 
movie, when the two naked actors run smack 
into each other and fall down in a compromis- 
ing position.

Benjamin (Bmile Hirsch look-alike Alden 
Ehrenreich) is excited to reunite in Argentina 
with his brother, Angelo (Vincent Gallo), who 
has shut himself off emotionally, has no interest 
in acknowledging his family and now goes by 
the name Tetro.

Fans of Sam Rockwell have often had to resort 
to limited glimpses of him in supporting, char- 
acter-actor roles. In his new film, “Moon,” that’s 
far from a concern. 

Rockwell is very nearly the only actor in 
“Moon.” And there’s more than one of him. 

He plays astronaut Sam Bell, who’s living 
alone on the far side of the moon, finishing his 
three-year contract harvesting lunar rock for 
energy on Earth. When Bell’s health begins 
deteriorating, he starts seeing a younger version 
of himself around the base. 

That the movie is a showcase for the 40 -year- 
old is somewhat intentional: For his first film, 
Duncan Jones wrote the part specifically for the 
actor, designing an “acting challenge” meant to 
be too intriguing for Rockwell to turn down. 

“I just thought it was sacrilegious that there 
weren’t more roles where he was the leading 
man,” said Jones, the son of David Bowie. 

Rockwell said his impulse for portraying 
characters on the margins comes from the ’70s 
cinema of alienation— movies like “Taxi Driver” 
and “Midnight Cowboy” 

“Those films are just constantly coming back 
to me,” Rockwell said. “That’s just the reason 
I act, is to sort of recreate those films in my 
mind, to do my own version of that.” 

Trying to get into the heads of the vari- 
ous Sam Bells in “Moon,” Rockwell says, was

He was often acting only with a tennis ball or 
a piece of tape, small signifiers marking where 
the other Sam Bell would be. The maneuver- 
ing meant there was only so much room for 
improvising, but Rockwell would find “small 
windows” where he could insert a line, so long 
as his timing was right. 

He considers “Moon” one of a handful of 
films— along with “Confessions of a Dangerous 
Mind” and “Snow Angels”— where he had “a 
growth spurt creatively” 

He’s also about to make a growth spurt com- 
mercially, co-starring in the “Iron Man” sequel, 
in which he plays Justin Hammer, the industri- 
alist rival of Tony Stark. 

Rockwell said he received the script only a week 
before shooting, so he “kind of took it on faith.” 

“It’s not dissimilar to other studio movies, but 
the thing that’s different about it is {director Jon 
Favreau] really likes to improvise,” Rockwell 
said. “So we get to play more on this movie than 
you would on a lot of studio movies.”
